Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see remarks, filed 1 1/3/08, with respect to the rejection of 
claims 1-3 in view of Cabrera (US 5868413) in view of Ziperstein (US 1579589) have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of the above-cited claims has 
been withdrawn. Claims 4-7 have been added 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: there was no 
prior art found on "the shaft of the handle portion is configured to be slid to a position 
below the axle to form a stand with a bottom of the wheel (see figure 5)".
